A matter that ls citusing grave con- 
cern to Canada’s responsible financial 
and business men is the Investing of 
the farmers’ hard earnedssavings. Can- 
adian farmers have had good crops 
this year and are receiving fairly good 
prices therefor. By far the greater 
portion of them have a little put away 
in the bank for a rainy day. This is 
all to the good. 

Unfortunately, there are certain 
parasiies that, find easy pickings 
among Canadian farmers when times 
are good. These are the promoters 
of doubtful companies and salesmen 
of securities or articles that are not 
worth the prices pald therefor. All 
kinds of companies are floated and 
stock sold at from a few cents a share 
up. Much of this 1s unloaded upon 
the farmer. Hé recelves a stock cer- 
tificate, and In many—nay, the major- 
Ity—of cases, this {s all he receives.’ 
Farmers should beware of these gen- 
try. Any proposition that is worth 
the price today does not have any diffi 
culty in placing its securities. Leg!- 
timate bond houses report a dearth ot 
good securiiies. This is evidenced by 
the keen compeution for governinent 
and municipal issues. 

When tha Canadian farmer is ap- 
proached by those who would have 
him part with his savings, before sign- 
ing any paper he should consult his 
bank manager. The latter is in a 
position to safely advise, and his ad- 
vice should be taken. The respons- 
{ble bond salesman will be only too 
glad to have the banker’s endorse- 
oient, while the fake promoter will 
endeavor to show that the banker {Is 
prejudiced against his scheme, This 
should be sufficient to put any Invest- 
ors on their guard. After the farmer 
has parted with his money, regrets 
will be of little avail. 

What has thts to do with the devel- 
opment of Canada’s natural resources? 
Accarding to the natural resources in- 
telligence service of the department 
of the interior the cultivation of the 
land is Caiada’s greatest resource, 
and a happy and contented farmer Is 
the groundwork of our prosperity.

Laind Barrier Once e 
_ Joined Two Continents 


Old and New World Connected by 
Land tn Remote Period 

Fossils collected in many parts of 
Europe during the last four months by 
a party of sclentists sent abroad by 
Princeton University and the Smith- 
sonian Institution have established 
that a land barrier or*a narrow con- 
tinent extended continuously from the 
North Amertean continent to Europe 
during the paleozoic age, according to 
Prof. Richard M. Field, of the depart- 
ment of geology of Princeton, who was 
a’ member of the expedition. The 
paleozole age closed about 25,000,000 
years ago. 

The existence of the narrow strip of 
land connecting Europe and America 
{s considered established by the fact 
that the northern marine fossils are 
wholly dissimilar -to those on the 
south of the barrier. Marine fossils 
in paleozoic rocks tn the northern part 
of Newfoundiand were found to be 
identical with fossils of the same age 
in Wales, Scotland, Norway, Sweden 
and Denmark. ‘This meant that these 
rocks on both sides of the Atlantic 
were once parts of the same ocean 
bed—known ‘to geologists as the North 
Cambrian Ocean.

Europe, another set of fossils Was 
found. These southern fossils were 
identical on both sides of the At- 
lantic, } but wholly different fromthe 
northern fossils. This could only 
mean, according to Prof. Field, that 
the marine life of the North and 
South’ Cambrian Oceans never mixed, 
and that therefore they wer wholly 
separated by a land barrter. 

“The fOsstis are those of Inverte- 
brate creatures only,” sald Prof. 
Field. “This period was many ‘mil- 
lions of years before the mammals 
and before the existence of any verte- 
brate life. We obtained many skele- 
tons of silurian fishes from a quarry 
near Oslo, but these are of a later date.

The World’s First Lantern 


Alfred the Great Created the Idea in 
Crude Form 

Alfred the Great, the King who 
burned the cakes and created tho 
British navy, accidently Invented the 
lantern, too.

Alfred felt the need of somo 
arrangement for measuring time so ho 
invented a candle clock. It conslsted 
of a set of six candles, each twelve in- 
ches long.

I 
la a blgzer and more {mportant bust- 
ness fact than the public debt. It ds 
a pernfanant, fundamental factor 
touching “our national development at 
every turn. To study and make 
known the physical property which 
the Canadian people own and have to 
develop Is the general object of the 
natural resources intelligence service 
of the department of the {faterlor. 

Great credit 1s duo the geological 
survey branch of the department of 
mines for the work {it has pursued in 
studying the physical geography of the 
Dominion. The accompanying map 
{s a product of that work. It shows 
Canada in the light of its basic phy- 
tical divisfons--the only 
Which one can intelligently study our 
conomic geography or make any 


sound appraisal of the physical value 
and commercial possibilities of our 
national proverty. a 

The geography of Canada is the bed- 
rock factor which fixes the value of 
the Dominion as a national property— 
as our means of national support and 
And the intelligent devel- 
opment of ‘he country requires above 
everything clse a clear, broad grasp 
of its geography, of its physical nature 
and layout, : 

Canadian development has been, and 
will continue to be, greatly advanc- 
ed by dozens of different forms ot 
constructive public action, Railway 
building, immigration, industrial re- 
search, technical education, the col- 
lection of adequate data—these and 
countless other lines of public activ 
ity enter into the work of widening, 
strengthening, guiding or illuminating 
the course of national growth. But

The study has been too much confin- 
ed to showing just the artfficial or the 
most obvious natural features of the 
country—the locations of railways, 
cities and towns, political boundaries, 
lakes, rivers, mountains and so_on. 


This is, of course, one necessary phase 
of geographic work. But it does not 
touch the supremely important work 
of portraying the economic geography 
of Canada—tho fundamental physical 
features which control the productive 
capacity of the property, 

The narrow lines which the study 
of gconomis geography has followed 
in Canada has succeeded in giving’ al- 
most everyone a fair superficial idea 
of the Dominion. Probably nine edu- 
cated Canadians out of. ten could 
sketch a fairly good rough map show- 
}ing the political divisions of the coun- 
try by provinces and territories. Kew 
Canadians, however, would ever recog- 
nize a map showing the -great geo- 
graphic regions which not only shape 
the whole course and character of the 
Dominion’s economic development, but 
actually create our transportation, 
tariff and most of our other major 
political questions.

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How The Telephone Enters 


Intimately Into Every Phase \. 


nand Rural Life 


The most striking trait of Canadian 
life to new-arrivals from Europe ta 
the manner In which the Dominion, 
which they have. considered as a very 
new and therefore raw and crude 
, country, has brought into generat, 
everyday usage the most modern and 
up-to-date conveniences and amenitica 
which invention has given to the 
world. The resident of Canada, for 
instance, does not appreciate hts 
country’s prominent position in re 
gard to the use of the telephone untit 
he visits Europe, where the incon- 
venience and irritating loss of time 
arising from the lack of this means of 
communication drives it strikingly 
home. The approach of the semi 
centennial of the invention of the 
telephone makes it an appropriate 
time to briefly survey Canada's 
achlevement tn this connection and 
fix the position of the Dominion among 
other countries in this connection, 

In 1921 the Canadian’ census showed 
& population of 8,788,488, and at the 
end of 1924 there were over 1,009,203 
teléphones in operation throughout 
the Dominion. This works out at 
eleven telepliones per 100 of popu- 
lation, or eleven per cent., and in ro- 
spect to this’ development Canada 
takes second place only to the Unit- 
ed States, where the figure is 13.7 per 
cent, among the countries of the 
world. Furthermore, the gross earn- 
ings per telephone are lower in Can- 
ada than in any other country of 
which there is record. The gross 
earnings per telephone for the fiscal 
year 1923 in the Netherlands were 
$61.17; in Great Britain, $58.18; in the 
United States, $48.9; and in Canada, 
$43.14. 

This development is by no means 
confined to the older, more developed 
and established sections of the coun- 
try, but, on the.contrary, is more pro- 
nounced in the newer western terrt 
tory. 
the clty of Calgary in Alberta has lea 
the entfre world in regard to the num 
ber of telephones per capita of popu- 
lation, with, at the present, one tele- 
phone to every four and a fraction 
residents. Practically the same sit- 
uation {s to be found throughout the 
other ‘cities of Western Canada. 

And the ielephone in Canada fs not 
by any means-confined to urban cen- 
tres, but enters most intimately into 
the life of the farm, both in a business 
and social sense. It is interesting to 
note that in the province of Manitoba, 
where the population is described as 
rural to the extent of about 60 per 
cent., there is a telephone to every 
eight residents, and that in the prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan there are two 
rural telephone subscribers to every 
urban subscriber, a situation which is 
‘equalled by only four states of the 
Union. 

This is a very gratifying state of 
affairs and eloquent of Canada’s mark- 
ed progress in all directions along 
the most modern lines. ‘The tele- 
phone has come to enter most intim- 
ately into every phase of Canadian 
life and more especially the agricul- 
tural. The Ine of telephone poles 
follows rapidly in the wake of agri- 
cultural settlement and the farmer 
given adequate touch with that world 
from which he Is apart yet with which 
he transacts business. The exten- 
sion of the phone throughout the re- 
moter farming settlements of Canada 
is a situation of which the poorly sup- 
plied European can form no concep: 
tion,

“The attitude of our association Is 
expressed in the following resolution, 
unanimously passed at our last an- 
nual convention held in Regina on 
January 27 to 30. 

“Whereas the association has done 
a great deal of work, and has been 
successful in the marketing of vari- 
institu- 
tlons during the past twenty years; 
and 

“Whereas it is now apparent that 
co-ordination of such bodies is neces- 
sary; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that this 
convention go on record as favoring 
the adoption of a programme of co- 
ordination of the various co-operative 
bodies on the followinig. plan, viz.: 

“The consolidation of the existing 
institutions, the United Grain Grow- 
ers, Limited, the Saskatchewan Co- 
operative Elevator Company and the 
Western Wheat Pools into one great 
co-operative marketing concern, so 
securing co-operative control of the 
marketing of our chief commodity.
